GOSSIP FROM KENTUCKY TRAINING GROUNDS. 



George Reif Has Pair of Promising Youngsters — 
Fighting Bob and Waldo Work Another Mile. 



Louisville, Ky., March 23. — The local training rec- 
ord for two-year-olus was broken yesterday by a 
pair of juveniles owned by (Seorge Reif. which 
worked together tliree-eighths in tlie good time of 
36 J, and went on a half mile in SO?. . They were 
George Witt, a chestnut colt by Matchless — Ath- 
leta, and the chestnut filly Syzygy, by inspector It. 
— Annie Brooks. George Witt is ls'ing fitted by 
trainer Gass for the Rasliford Manor Stakes and 
Syzygy is eligible to the Debutante Stakes. Both 
are good-h>okiiig individuals, the colt esi»eeially 
being one of tlie best-looking two-year-olds in train- 
ing here. He already stands at sixteen hands. 

Trainer Gass also worked George Reif's Derby 
candidate. Fighting Bob. a mile in 1:482,. with tie- 
son of Knight of Kllerslie fighting for his head all 
the way. He went the first eighth in V2i„ tlie 
quarter in 25g, three-elghtlis in 31*4, half in 522. 
five-eighths in l:*i5j. three-quarters in 1:20 and 
seven-eighths in 1:342. His jockey allowed him to 
canter out a mile and an eighth and lie pulied up 
at the end of this distance in 2:042. Every time he 
works. Fighting Bob impresses local trainers. 
Trainer Gass says there is in existence n mistaken 
idea that Fighting Bob is dull in early speed. His 
trainer avers that he can any day outrun as fast- a 
horse as Maltbie. 

Trainer Colston worked tlie Derby favorite, Waldo, 
a mile and an eighth in 2;03J. lie went the first 
eighth in 122. quarter in 252. three-eighths iu 39, 
half in 52J. live-eighths in 1:052, three-quarters in 
1:19ft, seven-eighths in 1:331 and tlie tnile in 1:48. 
Trainer Colston was satisfied with tlie work of the 
Harrison crack, but some of the onlookers thought 
the sou of Planudes did not act as though he cared 
to fully extend himself. 

Trainer Louis Tauber had Henderson & Hogan's 
Kentucky Derby candidate. Captain Morris, on the 
track for the first time since the son of Ben Stronie 
met with ids recent accident. The big colt has 
entirely recovered from that mishap and showed no 
signs of lameness. 

Tauber got word from trainer Miller Henderson 
yesterday to have stalls ready at Churchill Downs 
for the ten horses he has been raeing at Jacksonville, 
as lie will shin here from that point oil March 31. 
Among tlie horses lie is bringing home are the Ken- 
tucky Derby candidate, Frank G. Hogan. Skyo. Out- 
post.' Henderson. Don’t, Captain Crawford, J. H. 
Reed and Plaeide. the latter being an eligiiile for 
the Kentucky Oaks. Jockeys M. McGee and Dick 
Williams will also come with trainer Henderson. 

At the conclusion of the spring meeting here, the 
Henderson A; Hogan string will be divided. Part of 
the stable will go east to race on the metropolitan 
tracks. Those likely to compose the eastern division 
of this extensive stable will lie chiefly two-year-olds, 
the older horses being booked for Latouia and Can- 
adian racing, if Captain Morris fulfills expectations 
us a Derby horse, he will la 1 one of tlie older mem- 
bers of the stable to try the eastern game. 

J. E. Cushing, tlie Minneapolis turfman, who won 
the Kentucky Derby in 1893 with Lookout and the 
same year captured the $50,000 American Derby with 
Boundless, was a visitor at Churchill Downs yester- 
day on ids way home from Lexington, whore lie lias 
I .ceil prosecuting a suit against a railroad company 
iu connection with the burning of a carload of his 
horses near Paris several years ago. He sued for 
$15,600 and the jury gave him a verdict of $7,0*>0 
in the Circuit Court. He expects tlie railroad com- 
pany to appeal the case. Mr. Cushing at present has 
only one thoroughbred iu training, which George 
innes. of Lexington, is handling for him. The colt, 
a two-year-old. is by Peep o’Day — Mayltee. He ex- 
pects to race the colt here, hut limes will remain 
with the youngster and his other horses at Lexing- 
ton until 'the close of the spring meeting at that 
place. Mr. Cushing says the Lexington breeders are 
once more holding thoroughbred stock at fancy fig- 
ures and that it takes good money to induce them to 
part with anything promising just now. 

As yet trainer Brooks lias done little with W. F. 
Schulte's mares, Zienap and Gliding Belle, but lioth 
are daily on tlie track trotting and doing slow can- 
tering. and look to lie in excellent condition for a 
long campaign. Trainer Brooks docs not expect to 
do any very early racing and is going along slowly 
with all his horses, including King Olympian, of 
which three-year-old considerable is expected. The 
Schulte string will soon go east. 

Pinkola. Ed Alvey’s I.atonia Derby and Empire 
City Handicap winner, is training nicely this spring 
for John Ferriss and if lie meets with uo setback, 
will be a starter in the Clark Handicap. 



THOMAS WELSH’S RACERS DOING WELL. 



New York. March 23. — Thomas Welsh lias probably 
the largest establishment of any of the Ixing Island 
trainers, and his string at Gravesend is doing re- 
markably well. In addition to the older horses that 
he bandied last season, he has a great string of 
fashionably-bred two-year-olds (hat lie is preparing 
for tlie races for different owners. Yesterday at 
Gravesend lie had ITince Imperial, Wise Mason. The 
Squire and Pretend out in one set, while the two- 
year-olds carried his operations until well on into tlie 
forenoon. Prince Imperial, a two-year-old that 
acquitted himself with credit last year, will come 
back to tlie races well worth paying attention to. 
and from the way lie has been going along it will bo 
IMissilile to have him under colors early, though lie 
has at no time been hurried, while for a goodly part 
of the cold weather he was turned out In a paddock. 

Wise Mason. Pretend and The Squire all take to 
their tasks cheerfully. Glucose, another of the 
Welsh horses, is one that has never shown his real 
quality under colors, but he lias been liberally nomi- 
nated 'for the coining season and lie lias shown Welsh 
that he is likely to be useful. He is being trained 
slowly and may not be seen at the races until Bel- 
mont Park. 

Far West was another that was out at Gravesend 
yesterday. lie has come from winter retirement big 
iind lusty. He is tlie only one that John Miller is 
handling for the Setiwartzes this spring. 

Rialto does not seem to have suffered any by reason 
of liis winter campaign and Frank Weir permitted 
him to go ihree-eighths in 392. lie is intcmlcd for 
Aqueduct racing. . .... 

J. L. McGinnis, who is training his own horses, 
while liis regular trainer is at tlie Kentucky farm, 
i , sending Shannon along nicely now and the three- 
year-old is rapidly rounding to racing condition.
